accidents. There has also 
been no end to mutual re- 


criminations among those 
authorities which are na- 
turally regarded as respon- 
sible in some way for the 
situation. What is lacking 
is some action to overcome 
our almost oriental passi- 
vit in this respect. 

Some analysis of the 
matter may help to show 
more clearly what is need- 
ed. Death on the road is 
only rarely due to the me- 
chanical faults of the ve- 
hicles involved. More 


often. it is caused by the 
reckless driving of inex- ° 


perienced youngsters who 
sit at the wheel with or 
without driving licences. 
But the majority of traffic 
accidents occur simply be- 
cause the driver cannot 
cope with the innumerable 
inconsistencies of his fel- 
low-drivers and pedestr- 
ians. One cannot humanly 
blame only one person — 
the driver — for paying too 
little attention to the road 
when the road is full of 
pedestrians and other driv- 
ers who ignore the exist- 
ence of the world outside 
their own line of vision. 
The problem is mainly one 
of imposing on road users 
behaviour that conforms to 
the expectations of its other 
users. Road manners are 
formed by driving-school 
teachers, who do not always 
succeed in implanting in 
their pupils the necessary 
respect for traffic laws—or 
of simple mechanics. We 
depend more on the Police 
than on habit to assure 


road-manners — a sad si- 
tuation. for the Police 
themselves are only a 


cross-section of the po- 
pulation and cannot be 
expected to do much 
better than the public. 
Moreover, the Police can- 
not be everywhere — it 
takes time for a police 
patrol to arrive even afte: 
an accident has happened. 
let alone expecting them to 
be in time to prevent it. 
Much could be done by the 
simpie presence of a police- 
man at danger spots. This. 
the police claim, is not pos- 
Bible for lack of manpower. 


Recently, the Police have 


tried issuing numberless 
contraventions against traf.

Such information is essential 
to a proper understanding of 
normal metabolism. 

The killing power of radia- 
tion on bacteria and viruses 
also has important industrial 
9 Antibiotics like 
penicillin and streptomycin 
must be sterile for injection 
but ‘may not be heated, for 
that would destroy their p 
tency. Large doses of radia- 
tion kill all the germs, even 
with the drug already in its 
bottle. Similarly, plasma for 
transfusion, needles for in- 
jection and dressings for 
wounds can all be packaged 
and sealed and after irradia- 
tion remain sterile for as 
long as required.
